TERROR AT OHIO SCHOOL 

STUDENT IN CUSTODY AFTER SHOOTING LEAVES 1 DEAD, 4 INJURED IN CLEVELAND SUBURB

It was a typical morning at the start of the 
school day: Breakfast was being served at 
the Chardon High School cafeteria when the 
deadly pops began in the hallway of the small- 
town Ohio campus. 

“Everybody just started running,” Megan 
Hennessy 17, told The Associated Press. Hen- 
nessy said she was in class when she heard the 
noises. “Everyone was running and screaming 
down the hallway” 

At least one student died and four oth- 
ers were injured when a gunman opened fire 
in the school, according to officials who still 
were sorting through the evidence, seeking a 
motive. 

The dead student later was identified by his 
family as Daniel Parmertor. 

“We are shocked by this senseless tragedy,” 


his family said in a prepared statement distrib- 
uted to reporters. “Danny was a bright young 
boy who had a bright future ahead of him. The 
family is torn by this loss. We ask that you re- 
spect our privacy during this difficult time.” 

A student was in custody in the case but has 
not been identified because of his age, officials 
said. He has not yet been charged, they said. 

Press interviews with witnesses and survi- 
vors painted a picture of students preparing 
for the start of their school week, then thrown 
into the chaos of flight by the ominous pop- 
ping sounds that came first from the hallway 
where officials said the shooter opened fire 
with a handgun. 

The shots were then heard in the cafeteria, 
according to one witness. Heather Ziska, 17. 

Ziska told reporters she was in the cafeteria 
when she and other students heard the pop- 


ping noises in the hall. She said she saw a boy 
she recognized as a fellow student come into 
the cafeteria and start shooting. She said she 
and others sought safety outside while some 
friends ran into a nearby middle school and 
others locked themselves in a teachers’ lounge. 

It was unclear whether the gunman had spe- 
cific targets in mind when he began shooting. 
Ereshman Danny Komertz told the AP that he 
believed the gunman was looking for certain 
students. He said he saw one student dive un- 
der a cafeteria table to hide, unsuccessfully 

Komertz described the shooter as an out- 
cast who apparently had been bullied by oth- 
ers. Officials would not discuss the motive. 

A teacher chased the gunman out of the 
building after the shootings, officials said. The 
suspect was apprehended outside and was be- 
ing questioned by authorities.

“In this day and age, you have to be aware 
of your surroundings. People are texting; 
theyVe not paying attention,” said Foulkes, 
who plans to participate in the self-defense 
lessons. 

'llie Guardian Angels, a volunteer CIA 
patrol group, handed out information about 
the reported assaults Monday mornii^ on 
the Green Line from the 43rd Street stop in 
Bronxeville to the Ashland/63rd stop in West 
Englewood. 

'llie group on Saturday will lead the self- 
defense seminar, with an emphasis on guard- 
ing against sexual assault, llie Angels host 
various hands-on, interactive seminars based 
on reported crimes. 


One recent class in the Bucktown area 
focused on defending against knives after a 
woman was stabbed in a Wicker Park rob- 
bery two weeks ago. 

Chicago Guardian Angels leader Miguel 
Fuentes said women who participate in 
Saturday’s class will learn tips such as how 
to position their legs to prevent an attacker 
from taking off their clothes. 

Women also will learn how to scratch their 
attacker so they can get his DNA under their 
fingernails, Fuentes said. 

Fiientes said Saturday’s seminar will be 
“more intense” than the other classes he 
holds, which typically have participants 
practicing defensive moves on the Angeb, 
Saturday’s class will focus on floor moves, 
Fuentes said. 

Said Foulkes: ^We need women to be safe 
when they’re out there and children when 
they’re on their way to school,”

NEW DETAILS EMERGE AS COURT DATE 
IN SLAYINGS OF STAITS FAMILY NEARS

Jennifer Hudson’s career was soaring m fall 
2008, but the Oscar-winning actress and singer 
still found time to check in with her mother 
back in Chicago every day between 9 and n a.m. 

So when Hudson hadn’t heard from her 
mom by late in the morning of Oct. 24^ 2008^ 
she sent her a text. There was no response. 
That was the moment she realized something 
was wrong, according to a new court filing by 
Cook County prosecutors. 

Hours later, her mother and brother were 
discovered slain in the family’s Englewood 
home. Her nephew’s body later was found in a 
stolen van abandoned on the West Side. 

Hudson rarely has spoken in public about 
the triple murders and has never addressed 
the suspect by name or discussed his history 
with her family 

The new details from prosecutors come 
weeks before ^)^lliam Balfour is scheduled to 
go on trial in what promises to be the media 
event of 2012 for the Criminal Corns Build- 
ing because of Hudson’s celebrity Prosecutors 
are trying to ensure that critical testimony by 
Hudson’s sister, Julia, who was estrai^ed from 
Balfour at the time of the murders, isn’t barred 
because state law generally considers commu- 
nications between spouses to be confidential. 

Prosecutors haven’t yet revealed if Jennifer 
Hudson will be called to testify at the trial but 
have listed her on their witness list. The trial 
is scheduled to begin April 9, though testimo- 
ny wouldn’t begin until two weeks later. 

Last week’s prosecution filing, which con- 


tains dozens of pages of detectives’ reports, rc- 
vealsjennifer Hudson had known Balfour since 
childhood because their two families lived a 
few blocks apart and had attended the same 
elementary school. She said she had heard that 
Balfour was jailed after eighth grade. 

Detectives first interviewed Hudson at 
If limp 'lower in downtown Chicago a short 
time after the murders. She told police there 
was tension between the two families over 
the relationship between Balfour and her sis- 
ter. She said she had heard that Balfour had 
fought with her sister’s former boyfriend. 

Hudson told detectives that her family 
hadn’t known of her sister’s marriage to Bal- 
four in late 2006 until months later. Her sister 
told prosecutors that Hudson previously had 
advised her sister against marrying Balfour. 
Only Julian King, her sister’s young son from 
a previous relationship, attended the wedding 
in addition to an uncle who presided at the 
ceremony, the sister told prosecutors in an in- 
terview in August. 

Hudson said her family was upset upon 
learning of the marriage because of Balfour’s 
troubled background. She also reported that 
Balfour did not treat her sister well. 

Hudson also recounted for police how Bal- 
four allegedly once went to her sister’s work- 
place and threatened to kill her because he 
thought she was sleeping with a co-worker. 

Hudson also said that her brother, jasen, 
had stopped having friends over to the Engle- 
wood home after Julia Hudson’s house keys 
went missing and his ,45-calibcr gun was sto- 


len. She told police that her sister told her 
that Balfour later was heard in the neighbor- 
hood bragging about stealing the weapon. 

Hudson, who lived full time in L.A., told 
Chicago police she had last seen her family 
five days before the murders when they visit- 
ed her at her River North condo, and estimat- 
ed that she had last been at the family home 
on the South Side about two months earlier. 

According to police, after the discovery 
of the bodies of Hudson’s mother, Darnell 
Donerson, 57, and brother Jason Hudson, 29, 
an Amber Alert was issued for the missing 
Julian King, 7. Hudson posted an undisclosed 
reward for any information leading to his 
whereabouts, her sister told prosecutors. But 
no ransom demands were ever made and no 
one ever made a claim for the reward money. 
Julian’s body was found three days after the 
discovery of the other two victims. 

Prosecutors want to block the defense from 
raising the marital communications privilege 
SO Julia Hudson can testify about repeated 
death threats allegedly made by Balfour in the 
months after the two separated in February 
2008. Despite their separation, their sexual 
relationship continued until days before the 
murders, according to the court filing. 

Julia Hudson told police she had been threat- 
ened as many as two dozen times by Balfour. 

On the morning of the murders, Balfour 
showed up at the Englewood home appearing 
agitated and saying he had been up all night 
drinking. When Julia let him in, he spotted 
balloons that had been sent from her new 
boyfriend and he got angry and punched 
them, according to a police report. When Ju- 
lia left for work a few minutes later, Balfour 
still was standing outside the house, she told 
police.

Hudson’s 
celebrity 
a factor 
in trial

Since the murders of her mother, brother 
and nephew in 2008, Jennifer Hudson’s 
stardom has soared even beyond her Os- 
car win for “Dreamgirls.” She garnered a 
Grammy for her latest album, wrote a book 
about her dramatic weight loss and be- 
came a celebrity spokeswoman for Weight 
Watchers. 

Among the questions that defense law- 
yers in the case want to ask in a detailed 
questionnaire to be filled out by prospec- 
tive jurors would be how closely they have 
followed Hudson’s movie or music career. 

When Hudson got the call that her 
mother and brother had been killed and 
her nephew was missing, she was in Miami 
with her fiance, lawyer-turned-professional 
wrestler David Otunga. She flew immedi- 
ately to Chicago and met with police at the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office 
early the next day to help identify the bod- 
ies. 

In one of her only interviews about the 
case, Hudson told Ebony magazine that 
Otunga had asked her at the last minute to 
join him for a big match. She instead had 
planned to go to Chicago for a visit with 
her mother. 

“That’s one of the things that saved my 
life,” she told the magazine for its Decem- 
berjanuary issue. “I flew out to see him. 
That’s why I’m still here.” 
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A street named for the late 
Bernie Mac will be unveiled 
Tuesday in Englewood, 
the AP reports.

Bicentennial Piaza rink redesign 
threatens tradition of secret games

livery winter for many years, a patch of Grant Park has under- 
gone a nightly transformation. 

After the Daley Bicentennial Plaza ice rink closed at 9 p.m., 
it turned into something that resembled a frozen pond in 
Canada. 

Hockey lovers from across the city— college students, mid- 
dle-age fathers, women— converged on the rink to play pickup 
hockey for hours, sometimes until early morning. 

There were no nets— just a pair of shoes at each end of the 
ice. No referees. No organized teams or leagues. 

The outdoor hockey party went on, participants said, for 
some 25 years. But now, it is apparently over. 

As part of a redesign of Daley Bicentennial Plaza— Daley 
Bi, for short— the Chicago Park District will replace the rect- 
angular ice rink with a skating ribbon that will wind through 
landscape and trees. Construction is to begin in fall, with com- 
pletion set for 2015. 

Last weekend, which ended the Park District skating sea- 
son citywide, presumably was the last for after-hours hockey 
at Daley Bi. 

“It’s just this sacred, magical thing in the middle of this city, 
and it’s going to be destroyed,” said Megan Bearder, a freelance 
photographer from Logan Square and an avid player at the 
rink, who is trying to gather support for keeping a rink suit- 


able for hockey at the park. 

While magic for many the games also were illegal after the 
surrounding park closed at ii p.m. 

“They’re not technically supposed to be out there past ii,” 
Park District spokeswoman Zvezdana Kubat said. “'Fhey’re 
out there, I hate to say it, but illegally” 

Participants accordingly have long kept quiet about the 
games outside the sport’s circles. One skater dubbed it “Fight 
Club”: Like in the movie, the first rule is no one talks about it. 

The silence was effective. Kubat said the Park District was 
unaware people were playing hockey at the rink through the 
night. 

“Nobody seems to know they’re out there,” she said. “It’s 


tucked away; people probably don’t see them and neither does 
the security [detail].”

Blackhawks trade

John Scott, long a punchline in some hockey 
circles but definitely a top-tier puncher, no 
longer calls Chicago home. 

'ITie Blackhawks traded the hulking bruiser 
on Monday to the N.Y Rangers in exchange 
for a first-round draft pick. 

“It’s surprising to say the least,” Scott said. 
“I thought rdbe the last person to get traded. 
I’m excited to go to New York but also sad to 
leave Chicago. I had a good couple of years 
here. It’s bittersweet, I guess. 

“It came as a shock to me and to my agent 
and everybody I don’t really see myself as a 
deadline-deal guy you try to go out and get, 
but I guess I am. It’s shocking.” 

Scott, one of the most feared enforcers in 
the NHL, was mostly used as a bodyguard for 
the Blackhawks’ skill players. For that, he’ll be 
missed, as his fights were the stuff of legend. 

Here are four of his best bouts. 


FEB. 18, 2012 

vs. Derek Dorset! 

More comical than brutal, this dust-up 
features Dorsett facing a decided height 
disadvantage, but he gets the first hit on 
an unsuspecting Scott. When Scott finally 
gets his gloves off, he lowers the boom, 
delivering a series of rights before the 
two are separated. Scott skates off the ice, 
laughing. 


DEC. 13, 2010 

vs. David Koci 

Off a faceoff, Koci and Scott drop the 
gloves, assume their positions and then 
go at it. Scott lands a series of shots to 
Koci’s head, knocking his helmet off. be- 
fore he pulls his jersey over his head, end- 
ing the fight. Scott smiles as the two are 
separated. 


NOV. 27, 2010 

vs. Kevin Westgarth 

This is perhaps Scott’s signature fight It is 
about as one-sided as hockey fights get, 
with Scott landing a series of face-splitting 
right hands and an uppercut while holding 
Westgarth with his left hand. The result Is a 
bloodied Westgarth. who looks as though 
he Just stepped out of a “Saw” movie. 


NOV. 30. 2010 

vs. Cam Janssen 

This is a long fight by hockey standards at 
about 1 minute. Scott connects with some 
huge right hands early before Janssen 
makes a bit of a comeback toward the end 
of the fight. A real heavyweight, knock- 
down. drag-out showdown. 


Lin can*t 
help Bulls 
or hurt Heat 

Looks like the aching 
Derrick Rose and his 
band of banged-up 
brothers are on their 
own. 

Don’t count on 
a trade for Dwight 
I Toward or Pau 
Gasol. Or cross your 
fingers for help from 
Jeremy Lin. 

As the NBA 
discovered last week, 
there is an antidote 
for the hurricane of 
hype known as Linsanity: intense I leat. 

I had hoped Lin and the Knicks might 
challenge, or at least annoy, Miami before a 
presumed showdown with the Bulls in the 
Eastern Conference finals. 

Lin averages 22.6 points and 8.8 assists in 
12 games as a starter. Even considering such 
a small sample size, it’s ob\aous he is New 
York’s best point guard. 

But even with Carmelo Anthony and 
Amar’e Stoudemire back in the lineup, as 
they were'Fhursday, the Knicks are no match 
for Heat-steria. (OK, I promise— no more 
contrived nicknames for the rest of this 
column.) LeBron James and his pals sucked 
most of the suspense out of a potential play- 
off matchup with an easy win in which Lin 
committed eight turnovers. 

In Bulls terms, the best thing Lin and the 
Knicks can do now is slide into oblivion and 
shift the leftover limelight to Miami. 

Tom Thibodeau’s crew needs every 
camera, microphone and scrutinizing glance 
pointed at South Florida. Even if it amounts 
to no more than a subconscious, almost neg- 
ligible speck of doubt somewhere in the back 
of the Heat’s collective mind, the Bulls need 
that edge. Maybe it leads to a critical missed 
free throw, errant pass or blown defensive 
assignment. After Miami clocked the Bulls in 
last year’s Eastern finals, any advantage could 
make the difference. 

We’ve seen what the Heat do when af- 
forded relative anonymity: They win eight 
straight by double digits and seize control of 
the conference, as they’ve done during the 
Lin love fest. 

The Bulls are staring up a steep hill in 
their NBA title quest. However— and call 
me, ahem, crazy— throw in a deep bench, a 
sterling defense (they allow 87.9 points per 
game, second in the NBA) and the underdog 
card, and they might have something.
